WHAT CONSTITUTES A WHITE MAN. 


—The Supreme Court of Michigan has 
been considering the question 
of illegal 


voting at the elections in that State—the 
case before it being that of Wm. -Dean, 
%ho was convicted of illegal voting in a low- 
er Court. 
The illegality charged was that 


Dean was not a "white male citizen," as 
is required by the laws of Michigan as a 
qualification of a voter, he having one six- 
teenth negro blood in bis veins. The Su- 
preme 'flourt, however, declared bini legally 
entit'ed to vote, and laid down the princi- 
ple that a man with one-fourth'ne»ro blood 
should be regarded as white. 
Mr. Jeffer- 


son, in his Notes on Virginia, has made an 
elaborate examination of this subject, and j 
demonstrated that, In Virginia, a person [ 
of one eighth negro blood should be re- 
garded as white. The court in Michigan, 
however, see.ms to have gone a step in ad- 
vance of this.
